THE RAILROAD SLAUGHTER. 


Further Particulars of the Disaster 
on the Southern Baiiroad of Long 
Island. 


New York Times, July 6. 

As 2:10 o’cloek yesterday atternoon a collision 
occurred between two passenger-trains on the 
Southern Railroad of Long Island, by which six 
persons were instantly killed and three seriously 
wounded, Of the six killed, three were em- 
ployes of the railroad company. A large num- 
ber were slightly wounded, 

That the collision aud consequent loss of life 
was Owing to gross carelessness.on the part of 
the Company's servants is known, but to the 
conductor of which train the accident was direct- 
ly attributable will not be ascertained until an 
investigation shall have been made. The trains 
that came mto collision were the 12:30 p. m. 
train of Williemeburg and the 1:58 p. m. 
train from Rockaway Beach. A few hundred 
yards from the depot at Far Rockaway there 
ie a considerable curve in the road, end 
but one track. The track on either side. -for the 
length of the curve is thickly wooded, so that 
trains approaching from opposite directions are 
not visible to each other, and, if they were going 
at any speéd, a collision would be inevitabie. It 
was at this curve the accident Occurred.

THE SLAVE-TRADE IN CHILDREN. 
Correszoadence London mes. 
Panis, June 20.—Attention has often been 


drawu in the Tunes to the lamentable practice of 


begging by children trained in the trade. This 
question been reopened by a circular addressed 
last week by the Societe Italtene de Bienfaisance 
of Paris to correspouding institutions through- 
out the world. The following facts Will, I think. 
ecouviuee every one that the suppression of this 
social pest would bea really philanthropic work 
in Southern Ltaiy. 
province of the Basilicata tue greater portion 
of the inhabitants make à regular trade of 
orgeno-grinding and begging, and thence come 
those baugs of children who have madé their 
country notorious througaout Europe and even 
America. Five or six communes are especially 
distinguished for their emigrants, — namely, 
Marsicovetese, Copleto, Laurenzauo, Calvello, 
Piccuiisco, and Viggiano. This emigration, 
which was facilitated by che former Neapolitan 
Government, doubtless with the object of get- 
ting rid of a turbulent population, stil con- 
tinnes with the same activity. The custom of 
beggivg from tosh to town by means of children 
has given rise tO a trafiic which is openiy prac- 
ticed in ana even tolerated by the authorities 
of every country. Every year several hundreds 
of children, of ever age and sex, leave their 
homes under the guidance of individuals who 
call themselves their parents or padrones. In 
reality these meu are nothing but slave-mas- 
ters; the children are let, sold, or confidad 
tothem by virtue of contracts signed by two 
parties, who consider them so binding that they 
sometimes call for the assistance of Consuls 
abroad to enforce their conditions. These acree- 
meats generally band over the children fora 
fixed period for so much a year, or for a sum to 
be paid beforehand. These bands of chi/dren 
begin Ly begging all through Italy. Following 
the Corniche road, they come to Nice and Mar- 
geilles. Very few come into France by sea, ao at 
Ma:se@illes the disembarkation of beggars is 
guarded against. When they have no passports 
they cross the Alps by Briancon,. On che fron- 
tier the children are ofien resold to persons liv- 
ing in Pars or other large towns, and their 
Conductors, after dGeliveriug up their human 
merchandise, weturn to the Basilicata in 
search of others. In Paris the children axe 
huddled bell-mell, boys aad girls, inco lodgings 
Dear the Place Maubert aud the Pantheon. 
When they are out. begging their masters often 
tolo to waich the.r receipts, but more gener- 
aliy the eldest child takes pisseasion of tlie 
money, the padrone preferring to speud his time 
in low taverns. The smallest chiidren are cov- 
sidered the best workers, and are most in de- 
mand, because they excite most compassion from 
the public. Begging lasts from morning tall 
night, the children obtaining toeir food from 
the charity of others... In the evening they re- 
turn to their lodgings to give up the proceeds of 
the day, eut if the receipts are bad they often 
beg late into the night to avoid in- 
treatment. Some of them are. sent into 
the suburbs, more especially oa fete days ia 
the summer. They wait outside the stations for 
the traine, singing a barbarous mixture of pacri- 
Otic and obscene songs. When one of them is 
al rested he is — — detained, and notice 
is given to the Itahan Consul. The padrone, 
however, generally arrives first, asserta his claim, 
aud the child is nearly alsars given up to him. 
A Neapolitan physician states that of 100 chil- 
drea of both sexes who leave their country only 
tweuty return, thirty establish themselves 
abroad, aud fifty fall victims to illness, privation, 
aud oruelz treatment. bilty is, ind a heavy 
mortality. It wm evident that something should 
at due be done ia other countries to help the 
preventive laws which are already baving 
a benelicial effect im France and Italy. 
It is with this object that the Italian Benev- 
olent Society appeals to its countrymen througu- 
out the world. Migut not members of other 
nationalities do much to beloin the work? The 
circular to which I have referred says: The 
number of child farmers is less. but they still 
exist, aud will continue to do so as long as the 
trade is possible. Driven from Paris, they are 
in London, America, and elsewhere. They 
shouid be tolerated nowhere. We believe that 
the same means might bring about the same 
result in all countries. Such is the motive which 
has induced us to make & pressing appeal to our 
fellow-countrymen throughout the world. It 
may be added that the child farmers think them- 
selves so sale, that quite recently, on, the Che- 
valier Nigra taking fresh repressionary measures, 
in concert with the Preiect of Police, more than 
500 of them signed a protest, and sent it to the 
Italian Consul.

All of the notes, if genuine, would 
be counted first-class, and it is not strange that 
the men purchased them. Gibson learned the 
latter part of last week that he was getting ioto 
close quarters, and left town. He was seen in 
Chicago last Friday. He had s country-store 
stock, consisting of dry goods, groceries, and s 
bar. The bar used to be very iiberally patron- 
ized, but of late many of his steadiest patrons 
have taken the other side of the temperance 
question, and haven’t spent their earnings io 
that way. Then, too, Mr. Gibson had come to 
be too good u patrom of his own, and was at 
times very dissipated. Warrants are out for his 
arrest, bub it is quite likely that he is safe in 
Canada.

UNLICENSED CURING. 
THE HOSPITAL COMMITTEES WILL NOT TOLERATE rr. 

For several weeks the Medical Board at the 
County Hospital has felt aggrieved that the in- 
mates were allowed to violate the rules of the in- 
stitution by going ou the outside for medical at- 
tention, which they claim has tended to demoral- 
ize the hospital, beside materially interfering 
with the successful work of the regular hospital 
physician. . A complaint was laid before the 
County Board a week or more ago, wherein the 
Medical Board offered to resign unlees a change 
was had in the government and discipline of the 
institution. 

The matter was referred to the Hospital Com- 
mittee for investigation, and yesterday a joint 
meeting of the Committee, the Medical Board, 
the offending practitioner who had dared to 
treat hospital patients who came to him on the 
outside, and a few of the rebellious patients 
themselves, was held in the County Building. 
The meeting was warlike througbout, the mem- 
bers of the Medical Board claiming 
that the offending physician was 3 
quack, ignorant, without a diploma, or 
anything else to commend bim. In return 


the offender maintained that he had made a 


marvelous discovery in materia medica, and that 
he had eye-water that would beal the maimed, 
restore the blind to sight, and impart life and 
beauty even to the eye of a needle. Beside him 
stood living monuments to testify to the com- 
bined virtues of himself and his eye- water, men 
who though once blind now saw, but if once 
were in the hospital were liable to be blind again 
in a few days. 

The Committee patiently listened to the 
complainants aud defendant, excused much of 
their barsh language, nodded assent to sundry 
explanations they did not understand, and 
finally, with an air of wisdom, concluded that 
for patients to go outside the ho#pital after 
„ eye-water,” or anything else of a healing 
nature, was an infraction of the rules of the 
institution which could not be tolerated. 
Especialiy was it reprehensible and dangerous 
for blind patients to be plodding about 
the city reading doctors’ sigus and having 
misceitlaneous mixtures injected mto their 
eyes without even knowing whether the same 
had ever been passed upon by the County Board 
or furnished by a county contractor. 

The offending doctor pounded the table with 
his fist at the decision, and wanted to know 
whether it was better to have the patients in the 
hospital all go blind and remain so, or to allow 
the infraction of the rules of the institution ? 

The Committee thought perhaps it was, and the 
meeting ended. 

The Committee will report to the Board Mon- 
day, and so will the offending physician and such 
of the hospital patiente as desire a change of 
eye- water.

FLORIDA FRUIT. 
CONSULTATION BETWEEN GROWERS AND OOMMIS- 
SION MEN. 

A committee of gentlemen appointed by the 
Florida fruit-growers now io this city met 
with a similar number from the Chicago Pro- 
duce Exchange, at the Commercial Hotel, yes- 
terday, to consult about making arrangements 
for cheap transportation to develop the fruit 

trade with Florida. 

MR. c. n. DIBBLE, 

from Rosewood, Fia., was elected to preside. 
He stated that a conference was desirable be- 
tween the fruit-growers from his State and the 
Chicago handiers of fruit, and he hoped some- 
thing could be done which would develop an ex- 
tensive trade between them. They wished, he 
said, to secure thejco-operation of Chicago men 
in an effort to make satisfactory 
terms with the railroad companies. Ship- 
pers were now obliged to ship entirely at 
their own risk, and in cases where, owing to de- 
lay in transit, the fruit had been spoiled and 
consignees had refused to receive it. they bad 
been compelled to stand the fuil loss and pay full 
freight bills. The rate also was at present too 
high. He thought that if proper efforts were 
made and the possible extent of the trade set 
forth, the roads would come to more favorable 
terms. 


MRE. CYRUS, 
of the Exchange, said that Chicago dealers were 
treated in the same way by railroads here. If 
they carried the freight they wanted to be paid 
for it, even if it were spoiled, as a doctor wanted 
his fee if the patient died. 


MB. ELLIOTT, 

agent of the Atlantic & Guif Road, said that his 
une was willing to do everything reasonable to 
assist the trade. His rates on fruit were now 
lower than on other things, but 
his road would not refuse to make satisfactory 
arrangements. They wished to create a trade 
with Chicago, and would do everything reason- 
able to do so. They wished to learn what 
Chicago wanted, and how extensive the busi- 
ness with Florida might be made. He could de- 
hver freight bere from that State in eigbty-two 
hours. A good deal of it could come through on 
passenger ume, as it would be carried by passeu- 
ger trains. There were, be said, a large quantity 
of sweet potatoes now ready for shipmeut if they 
were desired in the Chicago market. 

Some conversation then ensued about varieties 
and qualities of sweet potatoes, and the meeting 
assumed an informal character. During the 
conversation it was stated that early 
peas, tomatoes, string-beans and cabbages 
could be delivered here by April 1 in large 
quantities. The Chieago dealers thought thev 
could pow use from three to five cars a day of 
these vegetables, the necessarily high price pre- 
venting a larger consumption. But the trade 
could be largely increased, they said, if the 
prices were reasonable, and low rates of freight 
could be obtained. 

In conclusion a committee of five was appoint- 
ed to wait upon the railroad companies and urge 
a reduction of rates.

IN SELF-DEFENSE, 
THE CORONER'S JURY TAKE A MILD VIEW OF THE 
CASE. 

The Coroner held an inquest yesterday upon 
the body of James Pitt Gammon, alias Sir 
Jum,” alias Big Englishman,” at the Harrison 
Street Police Station. The first witness was A. 
D. Mitchell, who represented himself as 
having recehtly come from Nevada, 
where be had miming interests. He 18 
knowa in Chicago as a bunko steerer, but that 
may not be correct. He testified that he was 
talking with Gammon when George Martin, alias 
„White Pine,” was standing by. This was at 
the corner of Clark and Monroe streets, at about 
8 o clock Monday morning last. Deceased and 
Martin, the homicide, were quarreling over 
some movey which the latter owed him. 
Hard words ied to Gammon’s striking Martin 
with bis fist, and following it up with biows 
from an umbrella. Martin had previously bor- 
rowed a knife from James Harman, who was 
present, for the purpose of cleaving his nails, 
and it was with that weapon that he stabbed 
Gammon. 

The above statement was corroborated by 
Harman, from whom no additional facts were 
learned. 

Fred Shafer, a clerk in Lipman’s loan offic 
teatitied to having seen Martin put his hand in 
rear pocket and draw a long-biaded knife, which 
he believed to hive been a dirk or dagger. 

Iwo bootblacks—Peter Rogers and Richard 
Cagney— saw the fight, and also saw Martin turn 
and stab. the deceased with a knife, but could 
not describe the weapon. 

Dr. J. E. Owens stated that the wound which 
killed dedeased was 3%{ inches im length, aud in 
the left side. It penetrated a lung and the 
stomach. Dr. Hutchinson corroborated this tes- 
timony. 

The ante-mortem statement of Gammon was 
read, and showed that Martin had owed deceased 
some money and had threaiened to stab him if 
he asked him for it. Deceased did so, and was 
s.abbed while attempting to escape from Martin, 
who plunged the knife or dagger into his side. 

Martin, the prisoner, confessed the stabbing, 
but declared that he acted pureiy in self defense.

Circular by the State Auditor Re- 
- garding the Grab Law, 


Answer to Queries as to the Disposition 
of Taxes Collected Under It. 


Impossibility of the Bondholders Get- 
ting at the Money.

Sraineoriety, III., July 7.—The State Auditor 
sent out to-day the following circular : 

I have recently received a number of letters asking 
my opinion as to the proper disposition of county and 
local taxes collected on the assessment of the year 1874 
from railroads aided by bonds which have been regis- 
tered in this office under the provisions of the Rail- 
road Aid law of April 16, 1869. In view of the decision 
of the Supreme Court of this State in the case of 
Ramsey vs. Haeger, and the opinion given by the Attor- 
ney-General to the State’s Attorney of Pike County in 
November last, and also the more recent decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of Holmes O. Sleight et 
al, vs, The People, for use, etc., I conclude that the 
taxes should goto the several purposes for which 
levied, As the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Ramsey vs. I Haeger has been extensively pub- 
lished, I assume that you are advised of the opinion of 
the Court in said case, and inclose herewith for your 
information the opinion of the Attorney-General and 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court aboved re- 
ferred to.

This circular, with a little explanation, pre- 
clades the necessity of publishing the lengthy 
opinion of the Supreme Court and the Attoruey- 
General, to which it refers. The opinion of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Ramsey vs. Hae- 


ger appeared in Tun Tarsuss in these dis- 
patches, and was to the effect that the grab
